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10, SPHCIAL DK PROGRAMS ELIGISLE 
Bonus points for DX Specials dedicated to the National Radio Club will be five 
(5) points. Weither the distance of the station from the contestant nor the 
station's power makes any difference in thise Special Dxes eligible as first or 
second area stations will be allowed. Special NRC Dkcs may be used as area 
stations and also be entitled to area and special poibts, if used as an area 
station. If contestant has entered the maximum number of stations in one area 
(2) and verifies one or more additional special DXes in the same category, each 
shall receive all points to which a special DX is entitled (5). Only one (1) 
special DA will count from a station Se dagatine more than one special DX program 
to the MRC during the contest.
